2. In rule 8 of the Central Reserve Police Force Rules, 
1955 for clause (ii) of sub-rule (b), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

*‘(ii) The inter-se-seniority of direct recruits to the 
Central Reserve Police Force in the rank of Com¬ 
pany Commander or Quarter Master or Assistant 
Principal, Central Training College, shall he deter¬ 
mined in accordance with the aggregate marks 
obtained by them before the selection board and 
at the passing out examinations conducted after 
their basic training at the Central Reserve Police 
Force, Internal Security Academy. 

An Officer promoted locally in the Central 
Reserve Police Force or from a subordinate Police 
Service in the State shall take rank immediately 
below the entire batch of direct recruits, any officer 
of which may have been appointed on the same 
date, the inter-seneniority between local promo- 
tees from the States shall he determined with refe- 
refencc to their dates of birth.”

1. Short title and commencement.—-<lj These rules may be 
called the Central Revenues Contiol l aboratory (Group 'C' 
and Group ‘D' posts) Recruitment Rules, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the posts spe¬ 
cified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of posts their classification and tho scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc. — 
The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qua¬ 
lifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 6 to 15 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Special provisions.—Notwithstanding anything contained 
in these rules, the Central Board of Excise and Customs 
may,— 

(a) if it considers it necessary oi expedient in the public 
interest so to do and subject to such conditions 
ns it may specify having tegard to the circumstances 
of the case and for reasons to be recorded in writ¬ 
ing. order any post in the Central Revenues Control 
Laboratory to be filled by transfer from persons 


holding the same or comparable post but belonging 
to tho cadre of another Department or Office under 
the Central board of Excise and Customs; and 

(b) if it considers it necessary or expedient on com¬ 
passionate grounds, order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, that n post in the Central Revenues 
Control Laboratory which is to be filled by direct 
lecritment under these rules shall be filled by 
transfer or deputation of a person holding the same 
or comparable or higher post from any other Depart¬ 
ment or Office under the Central Board of Excise 
iind Customs, subject to such conditions as it may 
specify, having regard to the circumstances of the 
case. 

fi. Disqualifications,—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

lb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rale. 

7. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be tecorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

8. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
lelnxation of age limit, and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes Fx- 
seiviccmtn and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued hy the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

6 . Power to relax.—Whero the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may, 
by order, for reason to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the U.P.S.C., relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

O.S.R. 398,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
makes tnc following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Assistant Accounts Officer in the 
Department of Posts, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may 
be called the DeDartmenL pf. Posts. (Assistant Accounts Offi¬ 
cer) jceoih'tmfiu kui*s, 1991. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the 1st day of “April,' 1987. 

2. fitomber <rf jpcxrt. classification and scale of pay.—rTbe 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay atta¬ 
ched thereto shall be as specified in column* 2 to 5 of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Initial constitution.—The Assistant Accounts Officers 
shall be deemed to have been appointed IS tbe said post, on 
the date of Commencement of these rules. 

4. Future maintenance.—The vacancies arising after the 
initial constitution of the said post shall be filled in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions specified in columns 5 to 14 of 
the said Schedule. 

5. Sphere of Duty.—Members of the service shall constitute 
a ‘circle—cadre' and shall not be liable for transfer out of 
the circle.

6. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

8 . Savings..—Nothing in these inks shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time, in this regard 

9. Interpretation.—If any question relating to interpreta¬ 
tion of these rules arises it be shall decided by the Central 
Government.
